Area hit with first hazardous winter weather of the season

Old Man Winter paid a visit to Casey Coun¬ 
ty for the first time this season but didn’t wear 
out his welcome. 

Casey County experienced a mixture of 
wintery weather over the weekend including 
freezing temperatures, sleet, and freezing rain. 
The most intense part of the storm occurred 
Saturday night into Sunday when freezing rain 
caused ice to accumulate on surfaces, creating 
power outages throughout the county. 

Students in Casey County also got to enjoy a 
day off when a light snow fell Tuesday morn¬ 
ing, causing school to be canceled. 

Kentucky Utilities serves 538,000 electric 
customers in Kentucky, including customers 
in Casey County. 

“We didn’t have many outages in Casey 
County,” KU spokesperson Cliff Feltham said.

Mayor raises 
concern over 
electricity 
issue

In a special called meeting de¬ 
signed to hear second reading on an¬ 
nexing property into the city and deal 
with several other minor issues, Lib¬ 
erty Mayor Steve Sweeney used the 
mayor’s report to point a finger at the 
Apple Festival Committee, accusing 
them of being uncooperative. 

At issue is a request from the city 
to the AFC to use some of the down¬ 
town electrical outlets that belong to 
the AFC for Friday’s Christmas Cele¬ 
bration, sponsored by the city and the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

“I would hope and expect we might 
have a little cooperation and camara¬ 
derie between the festival and the city 
because after all, we do allow them 
to use a lot of city property — our 
sidewalks, our parking lots, and other 
areas. We’ve done nothing but be co¬ 
operative with them,” Sweeney said, 
adding that the city furnishes water 
free of charge to the AFC. 

Deva Hair, chairman of the AFC, 
said that’s not her understanding con¬ 
cerning the city wanting to use the 
meters for the Christmas Celebration. 

“At no point in time has the AFC 
ever refused to help the community. 
We have helped the schools, they’ve 
borrowed all our stages, we try to help 
them with July 4 and there’s never 
been a time, to my knowledge, that 
the AF has ever refused to help the 
city, the schools, the county, or any¬ 
body,” Hair said. 

In addition, both Hair and AFC 
member Tammy Coppage attended 
recent planning committee meetings 
for the Christmas Celebration. 

Coppage said that at the meeting, 
the subject of the electricity came up 
and she explained to the committee 
that the AFC would call Kentucky 
Utilities and have meters turned on. 
The city would pay $25 per meter and 
whatever electricity the celebration 
used. 

“Steve went out in the hall with his 
phone and came back and said it was 
taken care of. We have always cooper¬ 
ated with them,” Coppage said. 

The AFC spent around $9,000 hav¬ 
ing 23 meters installed in the down¬ 
town area and when the AF is over, 
the meters are turned off, which saves 
the AFC about $7,000 a year, Cop¬ 
page said.

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Looking ahead to 2014 Kentucky General Assembly

If state legislators have a 
wish list for the 2014 ses¬ 
sion of the General Assem¬ 
bly, it would most likely 
include funding for state 
employee raises, educa¬ 
tion, and child care, among 
other issues. 

The state legislature re¬ 
convenes on Jan. 7 for a 
period of 60 days and the 
biggest issue by far, said 
Sen. Jimmy Higdon, will 
be the adoption of the bien¬ 
nial budget. 

Higdon, R-Lebanon, 
represents the 14th District 
including Casey, Marion, 
Nelson and Spencer coun¬ 


ties, as well as part of Jef¬ 
ferson County. 

“Our revenues have in¬ 
creased 
but de¬ 
mands 
f o r 
f u n d s 
are in- 
creas- 
ing far 
faster 
than 
our rev¬ 
enues,” 
Higdon 
said. 
“The requests are infinite 
for billions and billions of 
dollars we could use mon¬ 
ey for.” 

Requests confronting 


lawmakers this session in¬ 
clude a pay raise for state 
workers and teachers, an 
issue 
which 
law¬ 
mak¬ 
ers 
have 
to find 
mon¬ 
ey for, 
Hig¬ 
don 
said. 

“ I 
would 

hate like the dickens to 
look a state worker in the 
eye and say there’s no raise. 
They got a 1 percent raise 
in 2008, and that’s a long 


time without a pay raise. 
That’s definitely a priority 
of mine,” he said. 

Higdon said another ma¬ 
jor concern is finding mon¬ 
ey to boost current levels 
of SEEK funding, monies 
given to school districts 
based on average daily at¬ 
tendance. 

Representative Mike 
Harmon, R-Danville, who 
serves Casey and Boyle 
counties in the 54th Dis¬ 
trict, said that while he 
agrees with Higdon about 
state workers needing a 
raise, he wonders where 
lawmakers will find the ad¬ 
ditional funds. 

“Depending on whose 
numbers you look at, we’re 


facing about $30-32 billion 
underfunded. To do any¬ 
thing, we’ll probably have 
to cut back in other areas so 
that we could give a raise,” 
Harmon said. 

“If we can find a way to 
give a raise, it’s probably 
going to be nominal, 2 to 2 
andl/2 percent.” 

Harmon pointed a finger 
at the amount of budget 
funds the state will spend 
to cover the ranks of Ken¬ 
tuckians who will be added 
to Medicaid and Medicare 
rolls over the next three 
years, an increase from 
about 800,000 to as many 
as 1.4 million over the next

A tiny measure 
of her pain was transfused 
from her heart to mine, 
and even that little drop of 
anguish was almost more 
than I could bear. 

And so, taking in her ag¬ 
ony into mine, I cried too. 

Sometime later, I can’t 
gauge how long, I attempt¬ 
ed a prayer. The words 
stuck like gravel in my 
throat. 

I tried again, hoping no 
one had noticed. “Keep 
your composure,” I said to 


myself, repeating words I 
had spoken so many years 
ago in a football huddle 
when our team was in a 
tight spot. 

The words did come, 
but not before tears had 
splashed the pages of the 
Scripture from which I 
read. 

They were words from 
Jesus. A priest had joined 
me to minister to this fam¬ 
ily — some of whom were 
Baptist and some Catholic. 
As he graciously included 
me in the sacrament of 
Last Rites, I read from the 
passage where Jesus ar¬ 
rived too late on the death 
scene. Jesus would raise 
Lazarus from the dead, but 
not before Lazarus’ griev¬ 
ing sisters, Martha and 
Mary, well-nigh blamed 
the whole thing on Jesus’ 
tardiness. 

And then I read it, the 
shortest verse in the Bible: 
“Jesus wept.” 

“Jesus wept,” I slowly 
repeated aloud the words 
one more time, as much 
for my benefit as for those 
standing around me. I let 
the simple sentence sink 
in: Jesus really did weep. 

Now, I’d read that pas¬ 
sage dozens of times, and 
even had fun quoting it, 


playing my own version of 
Bible trivia. 

“Do you know the short¬ 
est verse in the Bible?” I 
would ask. 

And I would quickly an¬ 
swer: “Jesus wept,” ha-ha. 
“You didn’t know? Gotcha 
on that one,” ha-ha. 

But this was no ha-ha 
moment. Neither had it 
been for Jesus. 

The heartache that 
poured through his tears 
some two thousand years 
ago in a village called 
Bethany, flowed over me, 
soothing me at my point of 
pain in the ER at that mo¬ 
ment on that day. 

Before the joy of the 
miracle, Jesus wept out 
loud with the grieving 
family. And no one was 
foolish enough to tell him 
to get ahold of himself or 
to pray in a different way. 

Walking to my car in 
the dismal rain, a distant 
hope drew me into its em¬ 
brace, shedding a light that 
warmed and revived my 
soul, reminding me that 
we are often healed by the 
wounds of those who love 
us, cleansed by their tears, 
and comforted by their 
sorrow.

This year’s Kentucky 
Kids Count County data 
book —released Dec. 10 
by the Kentucky Youth 
Advocates —focuses on 

16 key indicators of child 
well-being. And in most 
of those, Casey County’s 
children lag well behind 
children in surrounding 
counties (see sidebar). 

The 2013 Kentucky 
KIDS COUNT County 
Data Book is the 23rd an¬ 
nual study providing state- 
and county-level data to 
measure and offer sug¬ 
gestions to improve child 
well-being. Kentucky 
Youth Advocates compiles 
the study in conjunction 
with the Kentucky State 
Data Center at the Univer¬ 
sity of Louisville as part 
of the national Kids Count 
initiative funded by the 
Anne E. Casey Founda¬ 
tion. 

For 2013, the study 
ranks Kentucky coun¬ 
ties on overall child well¬ 
being and on four areas 
critical to that well-being 
—economic security, edu¬ 
cation, health, and family 
and community strength. 
Also, each area addresses 
four indicators of well-be¬ 
ing, for a total of 16. 

Economic security 

In Casey County, there 
are 3,737 children age 

17 and younger. Of those 
kids, 40.5 percent are con¬ 
sidered to live in poverty, 
which the poverty line in 
2011 was $22,811 for a 
family with two adults and 
two children. 

One bright spot in the 
study shows that of the 
seven surrounding coun¬ 
ties, Casey County is sec¬ 
ond in the lowest percent¬ 
age of teens not in school 
and not working, at 8.8 
percent. Boyle County is

at 2.8 percent while Rus¬ 
sell County is the highest, 
at 16.7 percent. State¬ 
wide, 9.4 percent of teens 
are not in school and not 
working. 

Casey leads the seven 
county area in the category 
of high rental cost burden 
at 65 percent —renters 
who didn’t earn enough to 
afford fair market rent for 
a two-bedroom unit with¬ 
out spending 30 percent 
of their incomes, the KCD 
study stated. 

Nearly three-fourths, 
or 72 percent, of Casey 
County school children 
are on the free and reduced 
lunch program, making it 
one of the poorest in the 
state, according to Kevin 
Stephens, Director of Pu¬ 
pil Personnel for the Casey 
County School District. 

Education 

From 2007-11, the data 
show that 75.1 percent of 
the county’s children are 
not attending preschool. 
Kentucky’s public pre¬ 
school program serves 
4-year-olds who live in 
low-income families, are- 
homeless, or in foster care, 
and 3- and 4-year-olds 
with disabilities. 

Barry Lee, who works 
with early childhood edu¬ 


cation at the district level, 
said that in the past two 
years, that figure has de¬ 
creased. 

“Our data shows that 
approximately 40 percent 
of our kindergartners were 
not a part of an organized 
early child care program. 
They stay with parents, 
grandparents, babysitters, 
etc.,” Lee said. 

In addition, the study 
shows that in Casey Coun¬ 
ty, 50 percent of fourth 
graders were not proficient 
in reading and 68.3 percent 
of eighth graders were not 
proficient in math for the 
2012-13 school year. 

Only six Kentucky 
counties had more than 40 
percent of eighth graders 
rank proficient in math, 
with the state average at 
54.9 percent. 

Health 

The data shows that 
from 2009-11, 34.2 per¬ 
cent of mothers in Casey 
County smoked during 
pregnancy. Teen births per 
1,000 in the age group of 
15-19 year olds was 59.7. 
The state-wide average for 
mothers who smoked dur¬ 
ing pregnancy was 23 per¬ 
cent while teen births per 
1,000 for 15-19 year olds 
was 43. 

Family and community 

The Kids Count data 
states that in Casey Coun¬ 
ty, 31.3 percent of births 
occurred with mothers 
without a high school de¬ 
gree, compared to 18 per¬ 
cent state-wide. 

And, from 2007-2011, 
75.6 percent of Casey 
County children were liv¬ 
ing in high poverty areas. 

During that same period, 
38.3 percent of Kentucky 
children lived in areas 
where at least 20 percent 
of residents were poor. 
In 18 Kentucky coun¬ 
ties, every child lived in 


a high-poverty area, while 
17 counties had no high- 
poverty areas, the study 
shows. 

Recommendations 

Advocates for Ken¬ 
tucky’s children say that 
economic conditions need 
to improve to give all chil¬ 
dren a chance to live pro¬ 
ductive lives. 

“The number of unem¬ 
ployed Kentucky parents 
increased by 24,000 be¬ 
tween 2007 and 2012. 
When families lack de¬ 
pendable income, children 
are more likely to face 
hunger and unsafe liv¬ 
ing conditions,” the study 
stated. 

As for education, ad¬ 
vocates state that kids 
enrolled in an early child¬ 
hood education program 
will perform better in 
school, will graduate from 
high school, and be pre¬ 
pared to go to college or to 
enter the workforce. 

“When kids aren’t pre¬ 
pared for school, there is a 
good chance they will not 
catch up in later grades. 
Many children have al¬ 
ready lost ground. 

Concerning the health 
of Casey County’s kids, 
the study cited the ever in¬ 
creasing need to decrease 
the number of mothers 
who smoked during preg¬ 
nancy. 

“In 2011, one in four 
Kentucky mothers smoked 
during pregnancy - the 
highest rate among the 
34 states with comparable 
data. In those states, an av¬ 
erage of one in 10 women 


smoked during pregnancy. 
Cigarette smoking during 
pregnancy is the single 
most important known 
cause of low birthweight 
and it’s no surprise that 
Kentucky ranks 43 rd in 
the nation for low-weight 
newborns, the data show. 

Final recommendations 
as to improving the lives 
of Kentucky’s children 
were addressed to the state 
legislature. 

“Kentucky can turn the 
tide for children by mak¬ 
ing children a priority in 
the budget. 

Critical programs that 
need funding restored in¬ 
clude the Child Care As¬ 
sistance Program, the Kin¬ 
ship Care Program, and 
educational programs. 

Beyond restoring fund¬ 
ing for child care assis¬ 


tance, Kentucky’s income 
eligibility level should be 
expanded to 200 percent 
of poverty. 

Finally, a state earned 
income credit (EIC) simi¬ 
lar to the federal program 
would help working fami¬ 
lies keep more of their 
hard-earned dollars. EICs 
are proven to keep people 
in the workforce, generate 
local business, and pull 
families from poverty. It 
is a small investment that 
would make a big differ¬ 
ence in the lives of work¬ 
ing Kentuckians and an 
even greater difference in 
the Kentucky economy.”

Fiscal court appoints two to 
Extension Board 

Meeting on Dec. 2, Casey County Fiscal Court ap¬ 
pointed Cheston Wilson and Billye Watson to the 
Casey County Extension District Board. 

Magistrates also received the Parksville Water Dis¬ 
trict 2014 budget, which showed an operating income 
of $77,680. 

Additionally, the court approved budget transfers of 
$135,000 from the General Fund to the sheriff vehicle 
repair account ($4,798), recycle center miscellaneous 
($1,000), and miscellaneous for $129,201.49. 

Also, $241,000 was transferred from the road fund to 
machinery and equipment for $240,000, and $ 1,000 for 
freight expense. In the jail fund, $5,000 was transferred 
for jailer training.

“We had hardly any out¬ 
ages at all. Probably had 
10 or less in Casey County 
and 10 would be a high es¬ 
timate.” 

Residents in Casey Coun¬ 
ty receiving power from the 
Taylor County Rural Electric 
Cooperative Corporation ex¬ 
perienced a lapse in service 
primarily due to trees down 
on power lines. 

Ann Beard, a represen¬ 
tative for Taylor County 
RECC, said that several 
downed trees throughout the 
county kept crews busy. 

“A tree fell on a three 
phase line in Bethelridge 
and caused numerous power 
outages in that area,” Beard 
said. 

Walnut Hill, Bowman 
Trail, Dry Ridge, Ky. 910, 
Ky. 70, Moxley Road, and 
Chicken Gizzard were all 
without power at some point 
over the weekend, Beard 
said. 

“We have every body back 
on,” Beard said as of Mon¬ 
day morning. 

Casey County resident 
Tabitha Coffman lives on Ky. 
1547 and lost power for more 
than six hours on Sunday, 
from 2:45 p.m. to 9 p.m. 

Coffman said her power 
went off at 2:45 p.m. and 
wasn’t restored until 9:00 
p.m. 

“We have wood heat, so it 
was an inconvenience,” Coff¬ 
man said. “But it happens.” 

Coffman said the reason 
for the loss of power was due 
to a tree that had fallen on a 
power line near Neff Road. 

Her energy provider is In¬ 
ter-County Energy located in 
Danville and when her fam¬ 
ily reported the outage they 
were told that they were last 
in line due to the grid being 
so large. 

“I thought they got the 
power back on in a fairly 
decent amount of time, espe¬ 
cially considering the num¬ 
ber of outages,” Coffman 
said. 

She said that ice had accu¬ 
mulated on the ridge where 
she lives, but when she drove 


to Liberty that day, the ice 
was non-existent. 

“I guess it’s due to the el¬ 
evation, but 1547 definitely 
had ice,” Coffman said. 

The ice had collected on 
her pine trees and she said it 
was lucky they stayed intact. 

Inter-County Energy pro¬ 
vides power for approximate¬ 
ly 1,938 Casey County cus¬ 
tomers. Over the weekend, 
Inter-County reported power 
outages in the Peyton Ridge 
area, Shucks Creek, Upper 
Bmsh Creek area, along US 
127, and Ky. 49. 

Inter-County spokesper¬ 
son Sheree Gilliam said that 
crews were out at 8 a.m Sun¬ 
day and worked until after 
midnight. 

As of Monday, there were 
still a few isolated outages 
Gilliam said. 

Despite the power outages 
the county weathered the 
storm nicely. 

Casey County Judge Ex¬ 
ecutive Ronald Wright said 
that the county didn’t have 
to deploy a single salt tmck. 
The only problem the county 
had was with downed tree 
limbs. 

“Several limbs fell down 
and we had to send folks to 
clean them up, but there was 
nothing major,” Wright said. 

On Monday, crews went 
back out to clean up more 
problem limbs in the county, 
Wright said.

Woman charged for trying 
to sell baby twice 

An Elizabethtown woman was booked 
into the Hardin County Detention Center on 
Dec. 4 on charges that she twice attempted 
to sell her newborn child, according to The 
News-Enterprise. 

Leanna Brown, 24, was charged with en¬ 
dangering the welfare of a minor, a Class A 
misdemeanor punishable by up to a year in 
prison. 

According to an arrest citation, Brown 
promised to sell her newborn daughter to two 
different individuals. 

Brown told one of the individuals —her 
cousin —she would hand over the newborn if 
the cousin paid Brown’s fines and court costs, 
according to the citation. In July, Brown was 
charged with nonpayment of fines and first- 
degree possession of a controlled substance 
—a felony —by the Elizabethtown Police 
Department. 

The individual also said Brown had an 
agreement with another person to sell the 
newborn for about $5,000 to cover court 
fines, fees and attorney fees, according to the 
citation. That agreement “fell through,” ac¬ 
cording to the citation. 

The relative said she adopted the newborn 
Nov. 27. Brown and her cousin went to EPD 
where Brown said she wanted her child back 
so she could give temporary guardianship 
to another person, although the “adoption” 
was an agreement and not a court order, case 
documents say. 

This other person, according to the citation, 
has temporary guardianship of two more of 
Brown’s children, who are 2 and 1. It also 
was discovered through the investigation, 
a different couple had custody of Brown’s 
1-year-old child and had been caring for the 
child for the last seven months. 

According to the citation, Child Protective 
Services took emergency custody of all three 
children. 

Brown is lodged at the Hardin County 
Detention Center in lieu of a $2,500 cash 
bond. Police Department spokesman Virgil 
Willoughby said the investigation is ongoing 
and more charges are possible. 

Spending on athletics grow¬ 
ing faster than education 

According to the Lexington Herald-Lead¬ 
er , the amount of money the University of 
Kentucky spent on each athlete grew more 
than 10 times faster than the amount it spent 
to educate each student in recent years, ac¬ 
cording to a new study. General academic 
spending per student rose 5 percent from 
2005 to 2011 at UK, while sports spending 
per athlete rose 58 percent, according to a da¬ 
tabase released by the Knight Commission 
on Intercollegiate Athletics. 

Unlike all other public universities in 
Kentucky, UK’s athletics department is fi¬ 
nancially self-sustaining, so its spending 
does not reduce the pot of money available 
for academics. But UK’s financial picture 
is similar to most Division 1 Football Bowl 
Subdivision schools, where athletic spend¬ 
ing per athlete grew 58 percent and academic 
spending per student increased 24 percent. 

Knight officials said they want the da¬ 
tabase to increase transparency in college 
spending and highlight trends in academic 
and athletic spending. 

In Kentucky, public universities have 
suffered from a decrease in state funding 
brought on by the 2008 financial crisis, but 
athletic departments were seemingly unaf¬ 
fected. At UK in 2011, athletics spending 
per athlete averaged $170,103, including 
NCAA scholarships. The average academic 
spending per student was $ 14,798, according 
to the database. 

In football, which the Knight Commis¬ 
sion focused on because of its huge impact, 
spending per scholarship player increased 
80 percent at UK during the six-year period. 
And that’s before the era of head football 
Coach Mark Stoops, who was hired at UK 


last year. 

IJK officials said earlier this year that they 
planned to spend $12 million on football 
during this school year. In addition, UK has 
plans for a $110 million renovation of Com¬ 
monwealth Stadium. 

While many universities sacrifice aca¬ 
demics for athletics, UK officials note that 
the school’s $104 million athletics budget 
is used to support academics. Athletics pro¬ 
vides about $1 million a year in scholarships, 
and has pledged to pay about $65 million in 
debt service on a planned $100 million sci¬ 
ence building. 

At Western Kentucky University, for ex¬ 
ample, athletics received $36,238 per athlete 
from the school in 2011, including student 
fees, administrative support or general fund 
expenditures. That number was $33,177 at 
Eastern Kentucky University, $17,257 at the 
University of Louisville and $1,682 at UK. 

Officers honored for impaired 
driving enforcement 

The Kentucky Office of Highway Safety 
honored 206 law enforcement officers from 
174 agencies across the state for their ef¬ 
forts to target impaired drivers. The 2013 
Governor’s Impaired Driving Enforcement 
Awards ceremony was held in Louisville. 
Awards were presented to officers with the 
most impaired driving arrests in each agency 
and division. 

Last year, Kentucky recorded more than 
5,750 alcohol-related crashes, resulting in 
146 deaths and more than 3,000 injuries. 
According to the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration, one in three Ameri¬ 
cans will be impacted by a drunken driving 
crash in their lifetime. 

John Boel, news anchor with WAVE3 
News in Louisville and author of “On The 
News, In The News,” spoke about his strug¬ 
gle with alcoholism and his two DUI arrests. 

“In recovery, I’ve learned something from 
everyone who has shared with me,” Boel 
said. “I hope the lessons I’ve learned and ex¬ 
perienced will be of value to these officers as 
they continue their important work.” 

To raise awareness of the dangers of im¬ 
paired driving and to alert the public of an 
increased enforcement presence during the 
holidays, the annual “Drive Sober or Get 
Pulled Over” campaign will begin Dec. 13, 
2013 and mn through Jan. 1,2014. 

State's October jobless rate 
increases in 96 counties 

Unemployment rates rose in 96 Kentucky 
counties between October 2012 and October 
2013, while 14 county rates decreased and 10 
stayed the same, according to the Kentucky 
Office of Employment and Training. 

Woodford County recorded the lowest job¬ 
less rate in the state at 6.1 percent. It was fol¬ 
lowed by Grant County, 6.2 percent; Fayette 
and Scott counties, 6.4 percent each; Boone, 
Daviess and Oldham counties, 6.5 percent 
each; Carlisle County, 6.6 percent; and Shel¬ 
by, Spencer and Webster counties, 6.7 percent 
each, according to a state news release. 

Leslie County recorded the state’s highest 
unemployment rate —18 percent. It was fol¬ 
lowed by Harlan County, 16.4 percent; Ma¬ 
goffin County, 16.1 percent; Letcher County, 
14.7 percent; Bell County, 14.4 percent; Knott 
County, 13.6 percent; Jackson County, 13.3 
percent; Clay and Fulton counties, 13.1 per¬ 
cent each; and McCreaiy County, 13 percent. 

Unemployment statistics are based on es¬ 
timates and are compiled to measure trends 
rather than actually to count people working. 
Civilian labor force statistics include non- 
militaiy workers and unemployed Kentuck¬ 
ians who are actively seeking work. They do 
not include unemployed Kentuckians who 
have not looked for employment within the 
past four weeks, statistics in this report are 
not seasonally adjusted because of the small 
sample size for each county. The data should 
only be compared to the same month in pre¬ 
vious years.

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It's not too late 


to vaccinate 


After November when 
you see signs that adver¬ 
tise: “Get Your Flu Vaccine 
Here,” you might think, 
“Isn’t it too late for that?” 

The answer is no, it’s not 
too late. 

“Flu season typically 
peaks in February and can 
last as late as May,” said 
Dr. Anne Schuchat, As¬ 
sistant Surgeon General of 
the U.S. Public Health Ser¬ 
vice and Director of CDC’s 
National Center for Immu¬ 
nization and Respiratory 
Diseases. “We are encour¬ 
aging people who have not 
yet been vaccinated this 
season to get vaccinated 
now.” 

For millions of people 
every season, the flu can 
mean a fever, muscle aches, 
fatigue, perhaps cough and 
sore throat and miserable 
days spent in bed. How¬ 
ever, you may not realize 
that more than 200,000 
people are hospitalized in 
the United States from flu 
complications each year. 
The flu also can be deadly. 
Over a period of 30 years, 
between 1976 and 2006, 
estimates of yearly flu-as¬ 
sociated deaths in the Unit¬ 
ed States range from a low 
of about 3,000 to a high of 
about 49,000 people during 
the most severe season. 

This is why CDC recom¬ 
mends an annual flu vac¬ 
cine for everyone 6 months 
and older. It’s available 
as a shot and as a nasal 
spray. There are many flu 
shot options available this 
year, including shots that 
protects against four flu vi¬ 
ruses, an egg-free shot (for 
adults 18-49), and a high- 
dose flu shot (for people 65 
and older). The nasal spray 


vaccine, which protects 
against four flu viruses, is 
approved only for use in 
healthy people ages 2-49 
who aren’t pregnant. CDC 
has not expressed any pref¬ 
erence for one type of vac¬ 
cine over another. Talk to 
your health care provider 
about the different vaccine 
options if you have ques¬ 
tions. 

Anyone can get the flu, 
but some people are at 
greater risk for serious flu- 
related complications, like 
pneumonia, that can lead 
to hospitalization and even 
death. For those at greater 
risk for complications, get¬ 
ting the flu vaccine is espe¬ 
cially important. People at 
greater risk include, but are 
not limited to: 

• Children younger than 
5, and especially children 
younger than 2. 

• Pregnant women. 

• People 65 years and 
older. 

• People with certain 
medical conditions like 
asthma, diabetes, or heart 
and lung disease 

It’s also important to get 
the vaccine if you care for 
anyone at high risk, includ¬ 
ing babies younger than 6 
months because they are 
too young to get the vac¬ 
cine. Children 6 months 
through 8 years who are 
getting vaccinated for the 
first time need two doses of 
flu vaccine to be fully pro¬ 
tected.

There are lots of small 
adjustments and simple 
modifications you can do 
to make your home safer 
and livable as you age that 
are very inexpensive or 
completely free. Here are 
several to consider. 


tion sensor lights outside 
the front and back doors 
and in the driveway. 

In the bathroom get some 
non-skid bath rugs for the 
floors, put a non-slip rub¬ 
ber mat or self-stick strips 
on the floor of the tub/ 
shower, and have a carpen¬ 
ter install grab bars inside 
the tub/shower. 

And in the kitchen, or¬ 
ganize your cabinets so the 
things you use most often 
are within easy reach with¬ 
out using a step stool. 


Fall-Proofing 

Since falls are the lead¬ 
ing cause of home injury 
among seniors, a good 
place to start is by picking 
up any possible clutter that 
can cause you to trip like 
newspapers, books, shoes, 
clothes, electrical or phone 
cords. If you have throw 
rugs, remove them or use 
double-sided tape to se¬ 
cure them. And if you have 
stairs, consider putting 
handrails on both sides. 

Good lighting is also very 
important, so add lamps or 
light fixtures where need¬ 
ed, and install brighter full- 
spectrum bulbs in existing 
fixtures to improve vis¬ 
ibility. Also purchase some 
inexpensive plug-in night- 
lights for the bedroom, 
bathroom and hallways, 
and consider installing mo- 


Simple Modifications 

Growing old can also 
bring about various physi¬ 
cal limitations which can 
make your home more dif¬ 
ficult to use. Some simple 
solutions, for example, that 
can help weak or arthritic 
hands is to replace round 
doorknobs with lever han¬ 
dles, or get some inexpen¬ 
sive doorknob lever adapt¬ 
ers. The same goes for 
twist knob kitchen or bath¬ 
room faucets. You can eas¬ 
ily replace them with lever 
faucet handles that you can 
purchase for a few dollars 
in most hardware stores, 
or get a single lever handle 
faucet installed. 

In the kitchen, you can 
make your cabinets and 
pantry easier to access by 
installing pullout shelves 
or lazy susans. And D- 
shaped pull-handles for the 
cabinets and drawers are 
also recommended because 
they’re more comfortable 
to grasp than knobs. 

In the bathroom consider 
getting a hand-held adjust¬ 


able showerhead installed, 
and purchasing a shower 
or bathtub seat, so you can 
shower from a safe seated 
position if need be. And for 
easier toilet access, pur¬ 
chase a toilet seat riser for a 
few dollars. This can make 
sitting down and standing 
up a little easier, especially 
if you’re 6 foot or taller. 

And, if you get to the 
point where you need to use 
a walker or wheelchair, you 
can adapt your house by in¬ 
stalling ramps on entrance 
steps, and mini-ramps to go 
over high entrance thresh¬ 
olds. And, you can widen 
the doorways an additional 
two inches by installing 
“swing clear” offset door 
hinges.

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Key components in assessment, accountability system

Casey County Schools 

Casey County students 
demonstrated that “Excel¬ 
lence Keeps Moving” as 
the district moved into the 
top 16 percent of districts 
in the state of Kentucky. 
Casey County Schools 
rank at the 84th percentile, 
earning the classification 
of a Proficient-Progressing 
school district. 

There are five key com¬ 
ponents to the state’s as¬ 
sessment and accountabil¬ 
ity system for high schools 
—graduation rate, achieve¬ 
ment, growth, gaps, and 
college/career readiness. 
Each category contributes 
20 percent to the overall 
accountability score. This 
year, Casey County High 
School earned a distin¬ 
guished rating. 

The graduation rate for 


CCHS is 93.3 percent, 
which is above the state av¬ 
erage. Key programs that 
continue to improve gradu¬ 
ation rates include credit 
recovery and e-school. 
Both programs use an ac¬ 
credited online curriculum 
to ensure students are able 
to remain on track for grad¬ 
uation. 

Student achievement 
is measured by end-of- 
course assessments in bi¬ 
ology, English II, Algebra 
II, and U.S. History as well 
as writing and language 
mechanics tests. Writing 


scores are determined by 
an on-demand assessment 
administered to all sopho¬ 
mores and juniors. The 
language mechanics score 
is derived from the Eng¬ 
lish portion of the PLAN 
test, which is administered 
to all sophomores. Student 
achievement continues to 
increase, particularly in 
math and writing. 

Growth is determined by 
students improving from 
the PLAN test to the ACT. 
CCHS students showed 
significant growth this 
year. The ACT composite 


continues to increase. The 
average composite for this 
year is 19.1. ACT reading 
and math sub-scores both 
exceed the state average. 
The PLAN composite also 
showed improvement by 
increasing from .7 last year 
to 17 this year. Addition¬ 
ally, science and reading 
composites are both above 
the national average and a 
greater percentage of stu¬ 
dents are meeting bench¬ 
mark in math and science, 
putting them on route to be 
college and career ready. 

Gaps in accountability 
occur when a sub-popu¬ 
lation of students score 
significantly below the 
general student population 
in a particular area, such 
as reading or math. CCHS 
faculty continually strives 
to close gaps, and this year, 
an emphasis will be placed 
on increasing achievement 


in reading for all students, 
particularly for male stu¬ 
dents. 

We surpassed the state’s 
goal for the percentage of 
students who graduate col¬ 
lege and/or career ready, so 
this is an additional area of 
excellence for CCHS. Stu¬ 
dents are given multiple op¬ 
portunities to meet college 
benchmarks for English, 
reading and math through 
the ACT, Compass, and 
KYOTE. Students meet 
career readiness goals by 
completing a career path¬ 
way in agriculture, allied 
health, auto mechanics, 
business, electricity, indus¬ 
trial arts, ROTC, or weld¬ 
ing and passing a KOSSA 
exam or industry certifica¬ 
tion test, as well as meeting 
benchmarks on the AS VAB 
or Work Keys assessments. 
Career pathways are being 
expanded this year through 


courses offered within the 
family and consumer sci¬ 
ences field. Additional 
pathways are being evalu¬ 
ated for next year. 

CCHS faculty and staff 
are very pleased with the 
results of this year’s dis¬ 
tinguished rating and will 
continue to strive for ex¬ 
cellence within all areas of 
assessment and account¬ 
ability. 

Students are to be com¬ 
mended for their accom¬ 
plishments. The continual 
support of parents and 
community members is 
also greatly appreciated 
as Casey County schools 
strive to enable students to 
continue to reach their aca¬ 
demic and career goals.

Pay attention to deadlines 
for college financial aid 


High school seniors should 
be aware of application dead¬ 
lines for college financial 
aid. Here are some tips from 
the Kentucky Higher Edu¬ 
cation Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA): 

Check with the financial aid 
offices of the schools to which 
you’ve applied to determine if 
they require any financial aid 
forms other than the Free Ap¬ 
plication for Federal Student 
Aid (FAFSA). 

Familiarize yourself with 
the FAFSA. Unless you are 
starting college before July 
1, you cannot file the FAFSA 
until after the first of the year. 
But you should still take a 
look at the information it 


requires and make plans to 
attend a College Goal Ken¬ 
tucky session near you. Your 
counselor should have infor¬ 
mation about College Goal 
Kentucky. 

Using KHEAA’s “Afford¬ 
ing Higher Education” and a 
free online scholarship search, 
look for any scholarships for 
which you might qualify. You 
can find a link to a free search 
site under the “Paying for 
College” tab on www.kheaa. 
com. Make sure you submit 
your application by the dead¬ 
line for each scholarship. 

Attend any college fairs 
and financial aid seminars 
offered at your high school 
or in your area. If a company 


charges a fee for helping with 
applications, remember that 
you can do that yourself for 
free. If you decide to pay for 
help, make sure the company 
is reputable by checking with 
the state Attorney General’s 
office or Better Business 
Bureau in your area, as well 
as the area where the firm is 
located.

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Change of venue motion filed in Rigdon murder case

The attorney represent¬ 
ing a Marion County man 
jailed in Casey County 
and charged with murder 
is seeking to have the trial 
moved to another county. 

Shelby Horn, the public 
defender representing Wil¬ 
liam “Bobby” Rigdon who 
is accused of the Septem¬ 
ber 2012 shooting death 
of William Gleason Pyles, 
filed the motion in Casey 
Circuit Court on Dec. 4. 

Horn presented the 
court with two affidavits 
signed by Philip Cochran 
and John McQueary, who 
both stated that they were 
familiar with Rigdon’s 


case, “especially after 
having seen several news¬ 
paper articles concerning 
the case.” 

“It is my opinion that 
William “Bobby” Rig¬ 
don would not receive a 
fair and impartial trial in 
Casey County, and in or¬ 
der to receive a fair and 
impartial trial should be 
tried in a county other than 
Casey County,” the affida¬ 
vits stated. 

In his motion, Horn at¬ 
tached copies of news¬ 
paper articles about the 
case that have appeared 
in newspapers in Liberty, 
Lebanon, and Columbia. 

However, Judge Judy 
Vance didn’t openly rule 
on the motion or state that 


she would take it under ad¬ 
visement and issue a ruling 
at a later date. 

Rigdon is scheduled to 
be in Casey Circuit Court 
for a pretrial hearing on 
Dec. 18. 

Attorneys for the pros¬ 
ecution and defense spent 
almost an hour in the 
judge’s chamber discuss¬ 
ing a number of motions 
which weren’t specifically 
addressed in open court. 

Shawna Virgin Kincer, 
from Kentucky Attorney 
General Jack Conway’s 
office, who is prosecuting 
the case for the Common¬ 
wealth, spoke briefly about 
a number of motions filed 
and awaiting response 
from Horn. 


The cases of Rigdon 
and David Salyers, who is 
charged with complicity to 
murder in the case, will be 
tried separately, based on 
a motion filed by Lebanon 
attorney Jude Hagan, who 
is representing Salyers. 

Police believe that Saly¬ 
ers drove Rigdon to Tarter 
Gate where the shooting 
occurred. 

Salyers’ trial is sched¬ 
uled for Jan. 6 while Rig- 
don’s trial date is set for 
Sept. 15, more than two 
years after the alleged 
crime. 

Other motions dealt 
with issues concerning any 
marital affairs of the vic¬ 
tim, crime scene photos, 
asking for extra security 


Seven die on Kentucky roadways Dec. 2-8 


Preliminary statistics 
indicate that seven people 
died in six separate crash¬ 
es on Kentucky’s road¬ 
ways from Monday, Dec. 
2 through Sunday, Dec. 8, 
2013. 

One double fatality mo¬ 
tor vehicle crash occurred 
in Barren County. One of 
the victims was not wear¬ 
ing a seat belt. 

Two single-fatality mo¬ 
tor vehicle crashes oc¬ 
curred in Jefferson Coun¬ 
ty. 


One single fatality mo¬ 
tor vehicle crash occurred 
in each of the following 
counties: Estill, Marion 
and Russell. The victims 
in all three crashes were 
not wearing seat belts. 

Through Dec. 8, pre¬ 
liminary statistics indicate 
that 598 people have lost 
their lives on Kentucky 
roadways during 2013. 
This is 107 fewer than re¬ 
ported for this time period 
in 2012. Of the 463 motor 
vehicle fatalities, 232 vic¬ 


tims were not wearing seat 
belts. 

Of the 72 motorcycle fa¬ 
talities, 44 were not wear¬ 
ing a helmet. Ten of the 
10 ATV fatalities were not 
wearing a helmet. Forty- 
nine pedestrians and three 
bicycle riders have been 
killed. One fatality involv¬ 
ing an animal drawn vehi¬ 
cle has been reported. 

A total of 133 fatalities 
have resulted from crashes 
involving the suspected 
use of alcohol. As of Dec. 


8, Kentucky has had 74 
days with zero highway 
fatalities reported during 
2013.

5555. Callers will remain 
anonymous and should 
give a description of the 
vehicle, location, direc¬ 
tion of travel and license 
number if possible.

■ Continued from front 
three years. 

“That puts a large per¬ 
centage of population on 
welfare insurance,” Har¬ 
mon said. 

Budget Director Jane 
Driskell said in a recent 
meeting with business lead¬ 
ers during the Kentucky 
Chamber of Commerce’s 
legislative preview meet¬ 
ing in Lexington that Med¬ 
icaid costs are projected to 
be between $100 and $150 
million in the 2014-16 bud¬ 
get. 

Gov. Steve Beshear must 
propose his budget draft 
in January, and lawmakers 


have until April 15 to ap¬ 
prove a two-year spending 
plan. 

Prefiled bills 

Higdon said there are 
several pre-filed bills that 
could affect Casey Coun- 
tians including raising the 
felony theft amount from 
$500 to $1,000, a state¬ 
wide smoking ban, allow¬ 
ing trap shooting as a sport 
at high schools, and a bill 
that would permit nurse 
practitioners to practice 
medicine without a col¬ 
laborative agreement with 
a doctor, something that’s 
currently required. 

“That’s really supposed 


to help in rural communi¬ 
ties where there are un¬ 
derserved needs,” Higdon 
said. 

In addition, Higdon said 
that in the upcoming ses¬ 
sion, the majority of me¬ 
dia coverage will be given 
to the budget, state-wide 
smoking ban, and expand¬ 
ed gaming. 

Harmon said that he has 
pre-filed a DUI bill that 
will stiffen penalties for 
drunk drivers, including 
the possibility of losing 
their automobile as well as 
their driving privileges. 

Harmon said the high¬ 
lights of the bill include 
lengthening from five 


years to 10 the time the 
DUI charge stays on an of¬ 
fender’s record. 

Additionally, Harmon 
said that anyone caught 
driving drunk on a DUI sus¬ 
pended license could face 
forfeiting their vehicle, but 
with exceptions where the 
vehicle is transferred to a 
spouse or where liens pre¬ 
vent the vehicle from being 
transferred. 

“The bill’s not meant to 
severely punish someone 
who has a one-time DUI, 
a one-time mistake. It was 
designed to try and provide 
incentives for people not to 
be repeat DUI offenders,” 
Harmon said.

Complaints 

Sweeney said that he had 
received complaints about 
the electricity situation con¬ 
cerning the AFC, which has 
its own outlets downtown 
that are metered and billed to 
the AFC. 

“I’ve had phone calls from 
folks telling me that some of 
the committee members on 
the Apple Festival are un¬ 
happy with the city over the 
electricity situation,” he said. 
“They suggested we use our 
own outlets off of where our 
(meter) reads are but there 
are no reads downtown in the 
area where the celebration is 
being held,” Sweeney said. 

Instead, the city has got¬ 


ten permission from Casey 
County Judge-Executive 
Ronald Wright to use outlets 
located on the side of the old 
courthouse. 

Sweeney also referred 
to “other issues” that have 
come up with the AFC. 

“Our businesses suffer 
when the festival is here in 
town. Our business people 
have been veiy kind and 
gracious and not really fuss 
about it,” Sweeney said, 
referring to the majority of 
downtown businesses that 
close during the two day fes¬ 
tival held in September. 

Sweeney said that he 
didn’t want to get into a 
stone throwing match with 
the AFC. 

“We want the festival to be 


successful. It’s like a home¬ 
coming and we want people 
to have a good time,” he 
said. 

In other business, the 
council: 

■ Had second reading and 
approved the annexation of 
34.9 acres of land into the 
city. On Nov. 13, the coun¬ 
cil approved the measure 
for the four tracts of land 
located south of West Ky. 70 
Connector Road on the west 
side of South U.S. 127 down 
to T.M. Weddle’s farm. 
Sweeney said that the coun¬ 
cil received the annexation 
request from Roger Morris 
for 5.77 acres, Casey County 
Industrial Development Co. 
Inc. for 21.5 acres, and Wil¬ 
liam and Francine Morris for 


5.5 acres. 

The Commonwealth of 
Kentucky also has two acres 
of right-of-way which will 
have to be annexed into the 
city. 

■ Approved giving 27 city 
employees $300 for a cloth¬ 
ing allowance, up from $250 
last year. 

■ Approved giving the 
committee raising funds for 
the Casey County Histori¬ 
cal Museum $5,000 toward 
a building that will be used 
to house city and county ar¬ 
tifacts. The building, which 
belongs to the city and is 
located behind the Casey 
County Detention Center, 
will take about $60,000 to 
enclose and renovate.
